Peary’s Friends Sure of Him. 
Peary’s friends accepted his messages as 
certain evidence that he knew of Dr. Cook’s 
claim before the news was telegraphed to 
him from this country, and, if so, that he had 
investigated that claim. Peary’s friends be- 
lieve he has a repudiation of Cook's preten- 
sions from the mouths of the two Eskimos 
who accompanied Cook on his dash into the 
extreme north, 

Peary's friends said today he was too care- 
ful and conservative to impeach any man's 
word without having proof. Peary’s sup- 
porters wouldn't be surprised if it turned 
out that both Peary and Cook knew of each 
other's claims on the pole while they were 
in the far north and that it was a race be- 
tween them to get to civilization and into 
communication with the rest of the world. 
Another message from Peary received by | 
H. L. Bridgeman's secretary today con- 
tained news of Harry Whitney. It was 
dated Indian Harbor and read: 

“Took Whitney on board at Etah. Cook 
gone to Copenhagen. Met Jeanie off Saun- 
ders island Oct. 23. Coaled North Star bay. 
Whitney went on board Jeanie. Parted com- 
pany Aug. 24.“ 

Whitney is the young arctic hunter from 
New Haven who went north on the Erick 
last summer and remained at Etah for the 
walrus hunting. It is to him that Dr. Cook 
says he has intrusted part of his valuable 
records by which he expects to prove that 
he reached the pole. 

wr. Cook has said since he arrived in 
Copenhagen that this dividing of his records 
was chiefly a matter of precaution, as he 
believed his claim could be established by 
the data which either carried. He has said 
also that he expected Whitney back in the 
United States some time in October. 


Cook Papers on Peary Ship. | 
According to Peary’s meseage, Whitney 
was on board the Roosevelt as late as Aug. 
24. In the light of Cook's statement Whit- 
ney must have had on Peary’s own ship the 
records by which Cook hoped to prove to the 
world thet he had reached the top of the 
world. Peary’s friends pointed yesterday to 
this message as evidence that the commander 
was fully informed of Cook’s claim: and of 
his start for Copenhagen. 

The Jeanie is a relief ship that was fitted 
out to go to Whitney’s aid, and to take coal 
to the Roosevelt. It is presumed that the 
Jeanie, after Whitney boarded it, went on 
to Etah, where it was to put ashore Mene 
Wallace, the young Eskimo who is the sole 
survivor of several who were brought to this 
country by Peary ten or twelve years ago. 
Cook's supporters were quick to resent any 
suggestion that Péary’s friend were respon- 
sible for the sailing of the Jeanie. They 
declared that Secretary Bridgman of the 
Peary Arctic club had given the impression 
that the organization was responsible for 
the sailing of the relief ship. They added 
that Whitney's family had paid for the Jeanie 
and that a brother-in-law of the hunter had 
furnished the cash necessary for the trip. 


Quibbling Sign of Fight. 

This quibbling about the Jeanle is a pretty 
good indication of the way the wind is blow- 
ing in arctic research circles hereabouts. 
The Pearyites and the Cookites are drawing 
mighty fine Nines and are getting ready for 
a catch as catch can tussle at every point.

Speaking of the.contradictory statements 
with reference to the purposes of the Cook 
expedition, Mr. Bradley said over the tele- 
phone: 

I am not going to make any more state- 
ments. Everything is getting mixed up more 
than ever. It seems that the newspaper men 
are continually misquoting us and even a ten 
word cablegram which I have just received is 
not clear. I am not going to say anything 
more and won't talk of Peary.” 

Mr. Bradley's ailention was called toa re- 
port that his time would be so occupied this 
winter with Dr. Cook that he would not be 
able to go to Palm beach, where he and his 
brother, Edward Bradley. are commonly 
known as the proprietors of the Beach club, 
a gambling resort. 

Tou will have to see my brother wewata 
about the Beach club.“ said Mr. Bradley. 

I have no connec- 
tion with the Beach club and intend to go to 
Europe this winter.“ 


Statement Surprises Friends. 

The foregoing statement of Mr. Bradley 
surprised his friends, for his connection with 
the Beach club, which is located near the 
Royal Poinciana hotel at Palm Beach, has 
been generally accepted asafact. For about 
a dozen years the Beach club has been one of 
the features of Palm Beach, though Henry 
Flagler waged a vigorous war against the 
Bradleys when they came to Palm Beach and 
beught the two story cottage and started 
their layouts in the winter season.

To some of her 
friends she said yesterday, however, that 
she had received details from her hushand 
which would set at rest all doubt as to his 
euccessful dash for the pole when they are 
made public.

CANADA EXPECTS TO PROFIT 
BY COOK AND PEARY FEATS. 


Polar Explorers Have Added to the Do- 
minion, It Is Declared, a Vast Extent 
of Territory. 


Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 8.—[Special. }—Canada 
believes ft will be one of the first nations of 
the world to benefit by the recent achieve- 
ments of Cook and Peary, for they have 
added to the Dominion, it is declared, a vast 
extent of territory heretofore never seen, 
but only marked on the map as ‘“‘unexplored” 
or unknown, 

Canada always has claimed all the land 
which lies to the westward of Greenland and 
between the northern shores of the Dominion 
proper and the north pole. These lands, 
which include a large number of islands, 
have been visited many times by American 
explorers, more particularly by Peary. 

That Canada considers it has the right to 
administer affairs in all this vacant country 
is clearly set forth in the Northwest Territo- 
ries act, under the provisions of which Col. 
White, controller of the mounted police, deals 
with all matters of government in the terri- 
tory outside the limits of the nine provinces. 

The act defines the condition of the terri- 
tory as comprising “the territories formerly 
known as Rupert's Island and the Northwest 
Territory, except such portion thereof as 
forms the provinces of Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewen and Alberta and the Yukon territory, 
together with all British territory and pos- 
sessions in North America and all islands 
adjacent thereto not included within any 
province except the colony of Newfoundland 
and its dependencies.’’. 

British Wit Over Polar Land. 

LONDON, Sept. 8.—The question of the 
ownership of the land of the north pole came 

up in the house of commons today when 
Premier Asquith replied to Sir Gilbert 
Parker, and led to some playful badinage. 

The premier wanted to know if the latest 
information established the fact that there 
was land at the north pole, as he understood 
that this was not true. Sir Gilbert explained 
that he meant adjacent to the north pole, and 
Mr. Asquith suggested that he frame another 
question. 

Continuing, the premier, with a twinkle in 
his eye, went on to say that the question of 
possession of the pole involved too much 
hypothetical matter to pérmit him to give 
a definite reply. If, however, it proved to 
be British territory it certainly would be 


taxed as undeveloped land under the new 
finance bill.

versy rivaling that which waged for years 
between the supporters of Admiral Sampson 
and Admiral Schley. 

There is a disposition among scientific men 
to deplore the situation which has been cre- 
ated. They believe that an attitude of cir- 
cumspection on the part of all persons con- 
cerned, until the evidence has been.sffted by 
competent authorities, would have done 
much to prevent the discovery of the pole 
from being clouded and subordinated by bit- 
ter controversy. 


Society Hopes to Avert War. 

The National Geographic society, which at 
first was inclined to present medals to both 
Cook and Peary, and which decided later to 
await proofs from each before taking action. 
apparently is anxious to prevent the in- 
auguration of 2 wordy war in scientific circles 
over the claims of the two explorers. Presi- 
dent Willis L. Moore of the society expressed 
that view today, when he said: 

**I sincerely hope that there will be no con- 
troversy. We expect that the records of 
both men will show that they have been to 
tye pole and it. will be double glory for Amer- 


Neale Moore corrected a statement that 
Dr. O. H. Tittman of the society, who is on 
his way to Europe, carried an invitation te 
Dr. Cook to attend the annual dinner, ot the 
society next winter. 


Shackleton Only Guest So Far. 

Lieut. Shackleton, the antarctic explorer, 
had been invited to attend by Mr. Moore 
when the latter was in London in June. but 
no action had been taken with regard to Com- 
mander Peary and Dr. Cook, the weather 
forecaster said. 

No further invitations will be extended 
until the middle of November.“ he added. 

The sentiment here is largely with Peary, 
who practiaclly is a Washingtonian, but this 
has not served to lessen the expressions of 
regret that the controversy should have been 
started before the proofs of Peary and Cook 
have been examined. 

There is a disposition to contend that even 
if Cook got to the pole a year ahead of 
Peary, the latter is entitled to much of the 
credit for Cook's exploit, because of the ad- 
vantage which Cook had of Peary’s experi- 
ence. 

This view is expressed by Gilbert H. Gros- 
yenor, editor of the National Geographic 
Magazine, ina telegram from Baddeck, Nova 
Scotia. 

Mr. Grosvenor holds that the circumstance 
that Cook apparently reached the pole by 
following Pearx's route in the main and by 
adopting Peary’s plans to a large degree 
shows the accuracy, honesty, and wisdom 
with which Peary campaigned against the 
pole for a lifetime. 


Bryant Doubts Dispatch. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 8.—‘* Too much im- 
pertance should not be attached to the dis- 
patch received from Commander Peary con- 
cerning Dr. Cook.“ said Henry G. Bryant. 
president of the Geographical society of 
Philadelphia, today, when shown the Peary 
telegram. Mr. Bryant, who received a mes- 
sage from Mr. Peary yesterday announcing 
to the Philadelphia society that he had dis- 
covered the pole, and who is a friend of 
both explorers, said the testimony of Eski- 
mos cannot be relied upon, and that Eskimos 
will agree to anything suggested to them. 
Continuing he said: 


“It is possible that Peary heard of the | 


claim of Dr. Cook’s presence in the north 
and hunted up the Eskimos who accompanied 
the doctor, and he may have evidence which 
corroborates their statements. But he knows 

as well as anybody how childiike and unre- 
liable they are. 

I still am inclined to believe both Cook 
and Peary in their statements that they 
reached the polce. The records of each will 
be the real proof.“ 

Rear Admiral Melville. retired, who has 
been skeptical from the first regarding the 
success of Dr. Cook, when told of Comman- 
der Peary’s dispatch said: 

“All I can say is that I believe that any 
statement coming from Peary can be relied 
upon. I cannot pass judgment upon the truth 
of the Eskimos. It is up to the man who 
saw and interviewed them, and he is sending 
simply what he warnte 15 


GERMANY WAITS PROOFS. 


BERLIN, Sept. 8—Herr Baschin, custodian 
of the Berlin Geographical institute and a 
member of the Drygalski expedition. was in- 
terviewed today on the claims of Dr. Cook 
and Commander Peary.

The London Chronice says: 

„This voume, we venture to think, should 
jt ever appear, will be numbered among the 
curiosities of literature, and will find a niche 
in the Hbrary of imposture. We can con- 


eve no purpose that it will serve except as 


an example of the lengths to which a man 
may be driven by vanity and appetite for 
spurious fame.“ 

The Chronicle renews its general attack 
on Cook with increased bitterness and con- 
cludes: 

“We now charge Cook with having fab- 
ricated the statements of any significance 
with which he has supported his claim to 
have reached the pole. We charge him with 
attempting an imposture upon the world, and 
with the knowledge that he could not long 
sustain. the pretense. In doing this, and it is 
not the least item to his discredit, he has 
betrayed the trust of a generous people and 
outraged their hospitality.” 


No “Controversy” in London. 

Cablegrams from New York which speak 
of a Peary-Cook controversy which threatens 
to attain the dimensions of the Sampson- 
Schley controversy have been read here with 
considerable surprise. Here no controversy 
is considered possible. It is a case of Peary 
first, and the rest, including Cook, nowhere. 
When Peary's messages regarding Cook were 
published here they were regarded as dis- 
posing of the latter's claims 4 once and 
forever. 

The action of the Royal Geogra 
ty, cabled yesterday, indicated the attitude 
of the highest British tribunal, And now it 
is stated definitely that a ma] rity of the 
rest of the judges and experts*im arctic ex- 
ploration from the outset have — prac- 
tically convinced that Cooks dlaims were 
without foundation Some among’ them open- 
ly have expressed their suspicions and those 
who refrained kept silence simply because 
they considered their motives in speaking 
might be misjudged. But any idea of a 
controversy between Peary and Cook is 
laughed to scorn here. Dispatches from the 
continent indicate that Cook’s star is simi- 
larly on the wane throughout Europe. 

Several newspapers bluntly dismiss Cook’s 
pretensions as ridiculous and a few others 
still say it will rest with a committee of scien- 
tists finally to decide on his claims when he 
submits the proofs he says he possesses, but 
the actual existence of which, whether valu- 
able or not, is coming to be doubted. 


Only One Paper Friendly. 


So far as can be judged from an exhaustive 
survey of European papers today, however, 
there is only one paper which supports Cook. 
ami that on,the grounds that it would be 
illogical to stop now. This is the same paper

tisement offering the exclusive publication 
rights of Cook's Polar discovery book,” 
from which it is inferred that none of the 
publishing firms, which undoubtedly would 
be eager to obtain the rights of publishing 
the genuine story of finding the pole, is in the 
market for this book. 

The Daily Mail tomorrow will say edito- 
rially: 

“Our readers will acknowledge we have 
not, in Peary’ 8 words, taken Cook too serious- 
ly. Everything that has happened since his 
unconvincing story was published has been 
of a nature to discredit Cook’s claim. Before 
the Danish Géographical society on Tu 
Cook simply repeated the same vague sto

Smith sound. To Commander Peary’s dam- 
aging charge he made the remarkable reply 
that he declined to degrade himself by 
arguing it. He bids the world to wait for his 
book. If this is all Cook has to say it is to 
be feared the world will have made up its 
mind long before the interesting work ap- 
pears.”’ 


Other Papers Are Hostile. 

The direct challenger to Dr. Cook’s story 
that he reached the north pole on April 21, 
1908, cabled from Indian Harbor by Com- 
mander Peary, has given a marked impetus 
to the growing tendency in scientific as 
well as popular newspaper circles to regard 
the claims of the earlier arrival from the 
polar regions with more than suspicion. 

This dramatic message from Commander 
Peary,’’ says the Evening Standard, whith 
throws down in the most emphatic manner 
the fabric so elaborately built up by Dr. Cook. 
probably is the beginning of a disputé which 
will become historic.“ 

The Westminster Gazette says: 

Commander Peary’s statement brings the 
whole dispute to an acute crisis, and the at- 
mosphere of the north pole is becoming de- 
cidedly sultry, with stormy complications. 
Dr. Cook's lecture delivered at Copenhegen 
last night was not altogether convincing.” 


Pall Mall Gazette Takes Hand. 


Anticipating the controversy which is bound 
to rage around the claims of the rival ex- 
plorers, the Pall Mall Gazette remarks: x 

‘So far as Peary is concerned, there is no 
question whatever of the accuracy of his 
statements. The veteran explorer is believed 
In his word. Everybody feels that he has 
merely succeeded in setting the crown of 
completeness to the long and patient work 
of his life. In the meanwhile Dr. Cook, in 
his lecture last night, did not support his 
story with any proof whatever“ 

In an editorial article the Evening Stand- 
ard is even more outspoken than in its news 
columns. Referring to the drastic character 
of the bombshell thrown by Commander 
Peary, it declares: 

Peary has sent a word t» shatter the pre- 
tenses of imposture, for that is the only 
meaning of his quite unambiguous message. 
This Peary has done because he is convinced 
of the truth of his own assertion and because 
he feels that the honorable page of arctic 
exploration must at once be cleared of pre- 
tenses that could only dishonor it. 


Paris Absorbed in Rivalry. 


PARIS, Sept. 8—The press of Paris con- 
tinues to be absorbed in the rival claims of 
Dr. Cook and Commander Peary to the dis- 
covery of the north pole, and there is a 
noticeable drift of opinion in the direction 
that Dr. Cook will have difficulty in proving 
the validity of his claim in the face of the suc- 
cess of an experienced explorer Mike Peary. 

Practically all the newspapers agree that 
Dr. Cook has passed into the background 
since Peary entered upon the Scene, and 
some of them declare that Peary’s appear- 
ance will mean that Cook will be doubted 
more than ever.

Indictments of the Day. 

The indictments returned during the day 
accuse ‘ Mike de Pike’’ Heitler, Louis 
Kirsch, Samuel (“ Coxey ) Bloom, Charles 
Hirsch, and Harry London of offering Mor- 
rig Shatz, one of the principal witnesses 
against Edward McCann, $250 to leave the 
city so that he could not testify against 
Heitler, who is charged with operating con- 
fidence games. There are five counts in 
each indictment. 

It is said that London, who conducts a 
saloon at Sangamon and Lake streets, went 
before the grand jury and confessed being a 
party to a plot to get Shatz out of the way, 
ostensibly to fail to appear against Heitler, 
but In reality to prevent him from testifying 
against McCann in his trial now in progress. 
Bernard Pasky, a partner of London, was 
also a grand jury witness, as; was Morris 
Shatz. 3 

Heitler, with London, Hirsch, and Kirsch, 
were arrested by detectives from the state’s 
attorney's office in a raid on Shatz’s place at 
108 Peoria street. Bloom also was arrested, 
but no charge was placed against him. The 
others were accused of conspiracy. 

Besides the graft indictments, seventeen 
other indictments in Minor cases were re- 
turned by the grand jury before the body 
adjourned at 3 p. m. Assistant State’s At- 
torney Arnold refused to discuss the nature 
of the testimony which will be heard by the 
inquisitorial body today, but it is believed 
that more witnesses will be summioned to tell 
what they know of graft conditions and pos- 
sibilities of the indictment of other McCann 
witnesses were rumored about the state's at- 
torney’s office. 


Jury Letters Not Received. 


The long promised letters which were to 
be sent to the members of the grand jury 
alleging domination of the July grand 
jury by Mr. Wayman and demanding an 
investigation of the white slave traffic, 
were not delivered to any of the jurors, so 
far as could be learned. 

It was said by members of the reform or- 
ganization, who refused to talk about the 
letters, that a committee might be sent to 
f the grand jurors to offer suggestions for 
the investigation of certain matters which 
it believes the inquisitorial body should take 
cognizance of. 

The October grand jury venire was drawn 
by Abram J. Harris, clerk of the Criminal 
court. Fifty men will be summoned, from 
whom the grand jury of twenty-three will be 
chosen. It is believed the October body will 
go ‘extensively into the graft investigation. 

There have been repeated reports that the 
gtate’s attorney is determined to inquire into 
affairs on the north side, particularly along 
North Clark street, between the river and 
Chicago avenue. It is said a south side in- 
quiry also has been determined non, but it 
is believed any extensive investigation will 
be postponed until the trial of McCann is 


finished. .

LONG CAREER IN ARMY. 


Received Honors in Civil War 


and Saw Much Service 
| After That. 


New York, Sept. &—Lieut. Gen. Henry C. 
Corbin, U. 8. A, retired, died in Roosevelt 
hospital early today after an operation for 
kidney trouble. He had been il! for two years. 
Mrs. Corbin and ex-Gov. Myron T. Herrick 
of Ohio, his personal friend, were at his bed- 
_gide. Death came at 8:80 o'clock. 

Following the operation Gen. Corbin re- 
vived and the work of the surgeon was re- 
garded as a success, but about midnight 4 
weakness of the heart developed. 

Gen. Corbin’s body was taken to his home 
at Highwood, Chevy Chase, near Washing- 
ton, this afternoon. The funeral will take 
place Friday at 8 p. m. in St. John’s Dpiseopal 
church. Interment will be made at Arlington 
with full military honors. 


: NATIVE OF OHIO. 
| Henry Clarke Corbin began life as a farm- 
ers boy. The place of his nativity is Cler- 
mont county, G., and the date of his birth 
Sept. 15, 1842. At the age of 18 the future 
general began teaching in a country school. 
When Lincoln's second call for troope went 
round the land, Corbin dropped his school 
books. Fired with youthful enthusiasm, he 
went to the front as second lieutenant in the 
Eighty third Ohio Volunteer infantry. 

On Aug. 20. 1862, Corbin was transferred 
to the Seventy-ninth Ohio. He was made 
ordnance officer on Gen. Juda’s staff, and 
got his first taste of actual war conditions 
when selected to conduct a wagon train of 
arms and ammunition to a Kentucky regi- 
ment difficult of access. He accomplished 
this task. He was made à first Meutenant in 
May, 1868, resigning that commission in six 
‘months to accept higher rank, that of major 
in the Fourteenth United States Volunteer 
oolored infantry, one of the negro regiments 
organized by Rosecrans and the firat at- 
‘tached to the army of the Cumberland. 

: Brevetted Major by Grant. 

He was brevetted brigadier general in vol- 
unteer service and mustered out in March, 
1665. On the recommendation of Gen. Thomas 
he was made second lieutenant in the BSey- 
enteenth infantry. Not long after this he 
was favored by Grant, who brevetted him 
major for gallantry at Decatur. Gen. Grant 
prevailed upon him to accept his commis 
sion im the regular army, and, although the 
law subsequently called to him several times, 
he remained first and last a soldier. In 1880 
he was made assistant adjutant general He 
fought the Apaches, was in the field with 
Gen. Miles in the Indian Territory, and was 
secretary of the Sitting Bull commission. 

At the time of the Spanish war Corbin held 
the rank of brigadier general and his duties 
| kept him in Washington. For his services 
congress gave him the rank of major general. 
While Corbin was adjutant genera! not the 
best of feeling existed between him and 
President Roosevelt, according to report. 

When Mr. Roosevelt was lieutenant colonel 
of the Rough Riders he was anxious to get 
his regiment to the front as quickly as possi- 
ble, but apparently Gen. Corbin did not share 
Mr. Roosevelt's high opinion of the regiment. 
It was Gen. Corbin who planned the opera- 
Ptions at the time of the war. 

Gen. Corbin's popularity decreased when 
Mr. Roosevelt became president. After his 
retirement with the rank of lieutenant gen- 
eral he was not in politics to any extent and 
spent mdét of his time traveling. In Novem- 
| ber, 1901, he married Edith Agnes Patton in 

Washington. 

In 1908 Corbin was assigned to the com- 
mand of the department of the east, and in 
the fall of 1004 he relieved Maj. Gen. Jame= 
8. Wade of the command of the Philippine dat 
vision. On the retirement of Lieut. Gen 
Bates in the spring of 1006 Gen. Corbin was

PEARY VERSUS COOK. 

The polar war hes begun in earnest. 
Commander Peary telegraphs that the 
Cook story should not be taken too seri- 
ously”; that the two Hekimos who ac- 
companied him say he went no distance 
north and not out of eight of land; and 
that other members of the tribe corrob- 
orate their story. 

Those who put implicit faith in Dr. 
Cook may see in this the bitter jealousy 
of a man who finds himself anticipated 
in the search of a lifetime by a compara- 
tive novice. They may dispute the trust- 
worthiness of Eskimo testimony, and as- 
sert that those children of nature will 
tell whatever tale they are urged to. 
Whatever they may say Dr. Cook is put 
still more upon the defensive. It becomes 
necessary for him to substantiate his 
statements and he should lose no time in 
doing 80. 

He should not, as it has been reported 
he fhtends doing, withhold further de- 
taile of his alleged journey until the pub- 
lication of bis book even if giving them 
to the public might hurt its sale. Copen-. 
hagen despatches say that his lecture was 
a disappointment because he added noth- 
ing to his previous statements. The dis- 
appointment and surprise will be intensi- 
fied if he shall not do so after learning 
what Peary has said. | 

Dr. Cook should explain more complete- 

ly why he had to spend a year in the wil- 
derness after having, as he sa¥s, reached 
the pole. The first and the last thought 
of a man who had thus/gained a title to 
enduring fame would be to hasten back 
to civilization and claim his laurel 
wreath. He would brave many dangers 
to escape being immured for a year in 
the desolation of Ellesmere land. 
There have been in the past men who 
said they had explored regions they never 
visited. It is almost impossible to be- 
lieve that Dr. Cook, knowing the risks of 
exposure and the disgrace that wieuld fol- 
low, would deliberately lay claim to hon- 
ors he had not won. It has been inti- 
mated that perhaps bis long sojourn in 
the lonely north, exposed to hardships 
and privations, might have made him the 
victim of the delusion that he had actu- 
ally done what he wished to do. That 
is a theory which es yet there is noth- 
ing to confirm. 

It is Dr. Cook alone who can dispose of 
unfriendly theories and charges. First 
there should be a statement concerning 
his wandering, much fuller than any, he 
has put forth, and second, as soon as he 
ean get hold of his observations and jour- 
nals, he should submit them to the in- 
spection of men who ate competent to 
pass on their value.

Arthur Lee, formerly military attache of

It pos- 
sesses many historic associations, as well as 
a number of relics of Oliver Cromwell, -while 
the estate that goes with it embraces about 
12,000 acres.

Old Dr. Bellamy, who has just died at the 
age of ninety, was for ‘many years the de 
facto ruler of the university of Oxford, as its 
viee chancellor, and held the position of 
president of St. John’s college for forty years. 
He reigned at Oxford as vice chancellor with, 
a hand of steel incased in a velvet glove, and 
unlike some of the university dons, was, in 
spite of his old-fashioned courtliness, abso- 
lutely free from sycophancy. 

Thus, when King George of Greece visited 
the university, and it fell upon Dr. Bellamy 
as vice chancellor to do him the honors of the 
university, he, among other things, enter- 
tained him at dinner in St. John’s hall. Just 
before they went in to table, the English 
royal equerry, who had been attached to the 
service of the king by the court of St. James 
during his stay in England, notified Dr. Bel- 

lamy that “his mejesty usually took a cigar 
with his dessert.“ 

Dr, Bellamy, who never had allowed smok- 
ing im the banqueting hall or common reom, 
declined to make an exception for any guest, 

no matter how distinguished. When the time 

for smoking arrived, he simply turned to the 
senior proctor, and said: “Mr, Proctor, take 
his majesty for a cigar into the garden, and 
his majesty went. 

Member of an old county family of Norfolk, 
he had a beautiful place near King's bynn, 
known as the Manor House, Ingoldsthorpe, 
and wae a neighbor therefore of Edward VII. 
at Sandringham. When on ome occasion the 
king, then prince of Wales, complained in a 
kindly fashion that he saw go little of the 
doctor at Sandringham, he excused himself 
with the remark: “The truth is, sir, I cannot 
gtand your smoke.” For he could net abide 
tobacco.

Many of the most distinguished men of 
England passed through his hands while at 
Oxford, and he coached the late Lord Salis- 
bury as private tutor while at the university. 
Lord Salisbury afterwards became chancel- 
lor, succeeding Lord Derby, who in turn had 
followed the great Duke of Wellington.

When seen at Palos Park yestérday after- 
noon by a reporter for the Line-o’-Type Prof.

“T cut down the pole, which, as you see, is 
about twenty feet long, with a smafi house 
on top, evidently built by antarctic gulls, and 
strapping it to the Skeeterpiane, I began my 
return north. In an hour or so I was com- 
pelled to descend, as the pole had got loose, 
and the fog lifting I found myself in Holton, 
Kas. The natives greeted me kindly, and 
the marshal. wished to tender me a banquet, 
but as banquets cut into my evenings I in- 
variably decline them.” 

When informed that Lieut. Shackleton 
flatly contradicted Prof. Flyter’s claim the 
professor replied calmly: “I have no desire 
to enter into a controversy with Lieut. 
Shackleton, as I do not intend to lecture or 
publish a book.

Beard Members Favor Pian. 

Most of the members of the board, however, 
have expressed themselves at various times 
as being in favor of carrying the boulevard 
father north, and have even discussed a 
compromise proposition that was suggested— 
namely: that the street be widened to corre- 
spond with that part lying south of Jackson 
boulevard, the south park commission to 
take over the east twenty feet, leaving the 
balance of the street as it now stande under 
the jurisdiction of the city and open for 


traffic teams. This proposition, however, was 


mot considered feasible. 

Henry G. Foreman, president of the south 
park commission, has not returned from 
his summer vacation in the White moun- 
tains, but other members of the board say 
he has frequently declared himself in favor 
of the boulevard project, and is anxious to see 
it brought to an early completion. 

William Best, one of the older members of 
the board, said last night: 

am heartily in favor of the boulevard 
scheme, and [ think the commissioners as 
@ whole favor it, although. of course, I cam- 
not speak authoritatively for them I should 
like to see the street widened and boulevarded 


’ Clear through to the river, but at least I can 


See no objection to the immediate boulevard- 
ing of that part lying between Jackson boule- 
vard and Randolph street. 


Would Not Congest Traffic. 
“There is not much traffic on that part of 
the street. certainly not enough to congest 
the other north and south streets, if it were 
thrown off from Michigan avenue. It does 


not look well for the wide boulevard to stop 


suddenly at Jackson, when it is really all one 
street, and the same pleasure vehicles that 


‘use ft as far north as Jackson, in a major- 


ity of cases continue as far north as the 


river. 
“I think the character of the -improve- 


ments along the north end of the street 


Would demand that it be made into a boule- 


vard. Orchestra hall would certainly be 
benefited and so would many of the other 
properties. But I do not see what more the

The action is 
brought to recover the alleged cost of re- 
pairing certain pavements which the Mo-

accordance with Commissioner Hanberg's ia 
terpretation of its contract. 

Recently the McGovern company made a 
formal demand upon the city for this. money 
96 the matter was taken under advisement 

y Commissioner Hanberg.. He found that 
» the last voucher was given to McGov- 
ern, the company signed a receipt in full far 
account, and the claim was not allowed. In 
the bill er particulars filed by Timothy J. 
Fell, attorney for the plaintiffs, it is alleged 
that the city owes $11,622 for repairing 63/431 
yards of asphalt streets at $1.75 a yard, and 
$6,372 for 1.589 tons of binder at 4 a tos, 
used in the repairs. 

The filing of this suit is said to constitute 
the breaking of an alleged verbal agreement 
made with Superintendent of Streets Micha 
Doherty, in which the McGovern company 
is said to have agreed to maintain the streets 
on which it did the repair work last year, 
Since spring the company has been repairing 
asphak streets on which it worked last win 
ter, it being necessary to do over more than 
60,000 yards. Supt. Doherty declares that 
McGovern agreed to turn over in good con- 
dition all streets on which he did the repair’ 
work last fall, and for that reason he should 
receive no pay for this extra work, which 
the ¢ity officials say was made necessary on 
account of the quality of work dene at first,

At the 
present time he is a resident of the Twenty- 
fifth ward, having returned to the city re- 
cently after a two r residence in Wau- 
kegan.

There is one 
other appointment to the board to be made 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Chauncey Dewey, but Mayor Busse said 
yesterday: that he probably would not make 
this until the first regular session of the 
council, Sept. 27.

Courts Will Co-operate. 

At a conference between Chief Justice 

Olson of the Municipal court and severa! 
police officials, including Assistant: let 
Schuettler, Inspector O'Brien, and Capt. 
phen Wood, head of the detective bureau, the 
foundation was laid for closer codperatiop 
between the police and the Municipal judges 
working in the police courts, Recently some 
of the judges have criticised policemen for 
bringing cases into court without sufficient 
evidence, and there has been considerable 
friction in some of the stations. 
It was asserted that much of the trouble 
lay in the fact that a certain coterie of police 
court lawyers have been getting information 
from the police which they are said to have 
used to circumvent the ends of justice. It 
is with an idea of putting a stop to this prac- 
tice that arrangements were made whereby 
the police will not announce the names of im- 
portant witnesses in cases. 

Judge Olson has promised to confer with the 
judges over the matter, with a view to have 
them impose bridewell sentences against 
pickpockets. and holdup men rather than a 
fine. 

“Crime is on the decrease in Chicago,“ said 
Judge. Olson.. who added that this city.does 
not deserve its reputation as a crime center. 
He -asserted that while the opportunities to 


commit crime are many in large cities, the 


largest cities are better equipped in the 
struggle against the criminal. 

Put the pickpockets and holdup men at 
work and I warrant that inside of thirty days 
the town will be rid of them,“ said Inspector 


O'Brien.

PLANS A NINETY FOOT YACHT. 


Races Must Be Governed by New York 
Club Rules, Says Sir Thomas. 


New York, Sept. 8.—[Special.]—A challenge 
for an international yacht race for the 
America cup in August, 1910, is expected to 
reach the New York Yacht club early next 
month from Sir Thomas Lipton. It will come 
through either the Royal Ulster Yacht club 
or the Royal Irish Yacht club, to both of 
which Sir Thomas belongs. 

The news that Sir Thomas purposes to chak 
lenge was brought by former Commodore 


Re bert E. Tod, banker and brother of J. Kennedy 
Ted. Mr. Tod was commodore of the Atlantic 
Yacht club, but he also belongs to the New York 
Yacht club and for years has taken a lively interest 
in the international contests. 

Commodore Tod has just returned from Europe. 
While abroad he spent two days with Sir Thomas 
and during that time the Irish baronet, who has 
already made three unsuccessful efforts to “ lift 
the cup discussed in great detail with the 
American yachtsman his plans for an internationa! 
race next year. 

Sir Thomas expects to come to New York himself 
next month. He made it plain that he was willing 
to bulid a ninety footer, but he would stipulate in 
his challenge that the same rules employed by 
the New York Yacht club to govern its races 
during the last three years shall govern the inter- 
national race. 

While these rules do not eliminate racing ma- 
chines. they do eliminate exaggerated freaks. Sir 
Thomas says he is willing to build a racing ma- 
chine. but that it should be one sufficiently sea- 
uorthy to cross the Atlantic.

Less Interest Taken in Wheat. 

Wheat as a speculative favorite was rele- 
gated to the rear during the greater part of 
the session, interest centering in corn, but in 
the last fifteen minutes there was active 
buying by shorts and commission houses 
which lifted prices sharply. The strength in 
corn and a more bullish report on spring 
wheat than expected were the chief factors 
in stimulating buying. The government 
makes the condition of spring wheat ex- 
actly 3 points less than a year ago, indicating 
a yield of 282,000,000 bu, or about 16,000,000 
bu less than a month ago, but 55,000,000 bu 
more than a year ago. Other factors in the 
market were mixed, a lowering of premiums 
at Minneapolis, with larger recéipts in the 
northwest creating a moderately bearish sen- 
timent early. Final quotations were %@%o 
to %c better. 


World’s Crop 200,000,000 Bu. Larger. 

Liverpool was up %d on deferred months 
and %d lower on September, being influenced 
by a personal statement from Broomhall, the 
English statistician, saying there was a big 
short interest in Liverpool December and 
that cash wheat was tightly held in all po- 
sitions. Broomhall estimated the crop of 
wheat in the northern hemisphere at 200,- 
000,000 bu more than a year ago, not includizg 
India, and that the prospects in the southern 
hemisphere were for about the same yield} as 
® year ago. Foreign crop conditions were 
Mixed, with prospects for a little larger out- 
turn as a rule than last year. 

The weakening of cash prices was not un- 
expected. The mills have supplied their cur- 
rent needs and prices will have to work a lit- 
tle lower before the terminal elevator people 
will take hold freely. In other directions the 
cash markets were firm, although the ex. 
port demand continues to be discouragingly 
feeble. Foreigners are apparently taking no 
interest in our wheats, so liberal 
plies in other directions. Canadian and Rus- 
@lan wheat is being offered freely. 


Flour Stocks Are Small. 

Flour stocks are small, and it looks as if 
supplies of four from last year’s wheat crop 
as well as old wheat were practically ex- 
hausted. This would suggest a continued 
brisk domestic demand for flour. Primary 
receipts, while heavy at 1,626,000 bu, were 
smaller than a year ago, when they were 
2,046,000 bu. Local receipts were 171 cars 
with 79 cars promised for today. Shipping 
sales here were 25,000 bu. Paris was un- 
changed to %c lower and Berlin %o off; Ant- 
werp unchanged. Winnipeg had 195 cars, 
Against 171 cars a year ago. Clearances for 
the day were 238,000 bu. 


Dull Trade in Oats Pit. 

In the oats trade there was little interest, 
although the strength in corn lifted prices 
a little before the close, resting figures being 
Kane higher.

Drought and hot winds in the west and 
southwest have caused a sensational reduc- 
tion in the corn erop promise the last month. 
The government crop statisticians in tha 
September report, issued from Washington 
yesterday, estimated a shrinkage of 341,000,- 
bushels from the promised yield of 2,046,- 
000 bushels of Aug. 1. 
This will spell disaster in many corn sec- 
tions, especially in the southwest, and al- 
though higher prices for the corn that has not 
damaged doubtless will obtain, the 
value of the corn lost as a result of the pro- 
longed drought on the basis of 50 cents 3 
bushel on the farm is about $175,000,000. 
‘Moreover a crop that just a month ago was 
believed to promise the largest yield ever 
raised has been whittled down to less than 
the average of recent years, the indicated 
outturn now being about 2,605,000,000 bushels 
compared to a final harvest of 2,668,000,000 
bushels a year ago. 


Great Loss in Surplus States. 


‘The principal losses in corn have fallen on 
what are known as the surplus states, and 
which furnish the great bulk of the crop 
which is marketed. In Ohio, Indiana, Iuli- 
nois, Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, and Nebraska 
the crop promise has been cut down 290,000,- 
000 bushels, the indicated yield in these seven 
surplus states being 1,507,000,000 bushels. 
compared to a promised crop a month ago of 
1,797,000,000 bushels. ä 

In the southwest the damage was most se- 
vere. Texas, which a year agoshowed.a con- 
dition of 85 for the crop, showed a present 
condition of 55, While Oklahoma crop con- 
ditions were estmiated at 47, a shrinkage of 
16 points in a month, and Kansas 57, a drop 
of 38 points since Aug.1. Nebraska, which 
Was expected to set a new high record for 
corn, was set back 25 points to 68, and the 
Missouri estimated condition was reduced 
20 points to 68. 


| Heavy Drop in Illinois. 
Iiunols showed an unexpected drop in con- 
dition, from 91 to 84, and nearly every beavy 
producing state showed a small shrinkage 
in condition, although the states east of the 
Mississippi fared much better than the ter- 
ritory west and southwest. 
| The enormous reduction in the corn crop, 
which amounts to a calamity in some seo- 
tions, not only disposes of the promise for 
the largest total yield ever raised in this 
country, but will have an important bearing 
on the railroad situation and on prices of 
other products. 
As the greater part of the corn ts con- 
sumed on the farm and is marketed in the 
shape of live stock, the most immediate 
effect will be to tend to enhance values of 
pork and beef. Hogs and ¢attle kept on the 
farms have been much reduced in numbers 
in recent years because of the high prices 
prevailing for corn and other cereals. A 
Prospect for another moderate corn crop wlll 
put added burdens on the consumer. 


Report Startles Traders. 

The average condition of the corn crop as 
a whole was placed at 74.6, compared to 84.4 
a month ago. A year ago the condition was 
placed at 79.4. While the trade has been ro- 
_galed for the last month with sensational 
reports from Nebraska, Kansas, and Mis- 
souri, few had any expectation that there 
would be such an enormous decline. 
The majority of grain men on the board of 
trade were expecting a condition of from 
78 to 80, and when the lower figures were 
posted at 1:15 q’clock there was a wild 
s¢ramble to cover, prices advancing 1% to 
1% certs for * December and May.

Spring Wheat Also Falls. 

The trade was glven another surprise when 
the condition of spring wheat was posted 
88.6, a drop of three points since Aug. 1. 
It was the general expectation that the 
spring wheat condition had been maintained, 
as thrashing reports from all parts of the 
northwest have indicated large yields, even 
in sections from which came biack rust and 
drought reports earlier in the season. 

The condition is still high, however, com- 
paring with 77.6 a year ago, when the crop 
was harvested, and suggests a harvest of 
282,000,000 bushels, compared to an indi- 
cated yield last month of 292,000,000 bushels 
and a final crop last year of 226,000,000 bush- 
els. 

Minnesota held its own, but in North Da- 
kota and South Dakota there were declines 
in condition of eight points and four points 
respectively. In North Dakota there was 
apparently more injury from black rust and 
intense heat during the ripening period than 
generally supposed. 


™ Oat Crop Still Largest. 

A moderate reduction in the condition of 
oats when harvested was recorded, but the 
total yield indicated, 979,000,000 bushels, is 
still the largest crop ever raised in this coun- 
try, while the excellent quality of the crop 
brings the feeding value up to a high point. 
The condition was placed at 83.8, against 
85.5 a month ago and 69.7 a year ago, when 
the crop was 807,000,000 busheis, according 
to final estimates. 

The average condition of barley when 
harvested was placed at, 80.5, compared 
with 85.4 a month ago and 81.2 when har- 
vested in 1908. The crop indicated is 172,- 
} 000,000 bushels, against 167,000,000 bushels 
a year ago, : 

The average yield of rye was estimated 
at 16 bushels, against 16.4 last year, andthe 
crop indicated is 31,066,000 bushels, com- 
pared with a final return last year of 31,- 
851,000 bushels, | 

Flaxseed promises a yield of 27,500,000 
bushels, the condition being 88.9, compared 
with 82.5 a year ago. The yield of hay is 
1.41 tons to the acre, against 1.52 tons a 
year ago. The total yield is about 64,166,000 
tons, against 70,798,000 in 1908.

REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADES. 


Output of Furnaces Greater than That 
of October Preceding Panic~ 
Tone Is Conservative. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—[{Special. ]—The Iron 
Age tomorrow will say: 

“The full reports from the stee} makers to 
the Iron Age show that their make of pig tron 
beat, all records, having been 1,591,901 gross 
tons in August, as compared with 1,514,521 
tons made in Oatgder, 1907, just before the 
panic. Their production has risen from a 
daily rate of 36,000 tons in January to $1,354 
tons in August. 

“The markets for crude and finished iron 
and steel are firm, and in some respects 
buoyant, but the conservative element in the 
trade is beginning to bring forward argu- 
ments in favor of caution and moderation. 
Prices are reaching a point wnere importa - 
tions are possible. At such exposed sections 
as the Pacific coast sales of foreign finished 
material have already been made. 

“The structural trade has not been par- 
ticularly active lately, and east of the Alle- 
ghenies competition has grown keener lately 
among fabricators. With lessened oppor- 
tunities for securing work in the west fabri- 
cators in the central west are seeking an out- 
let in the eastern territory.” 

Conservative. Feeling Shown. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 8.—The Iron Trade 
Review tomorrow will say: 

The continued activity of furnaces and 
mills is fortunately being accompanied by 
a strong conservative feeling which is being 
manifested particularly in the opposition of 
mills to the making of contracts for delivery 
next year. During the last few days con- 
sumers of steel bars and other iron and steel 
products have been rather insistent in en- 
deavoring to contract for their future re- 
quirements, but leading interests are firmly 
resisting the making of contracts, although 
@ goodly number expire Oct. 1, and many 
more at the close of the present year. 

“Indications point to a new record of pig 
irom production this month.
